City to focus on 
at-risk poups 


O Anti-violence plan will roll out over five years O Mayor 
acknowledges need for funding from other levels of government

Partnering with social agencies 
as well as putting more officers 
and social workers in distressed 
communities will help reduce 
violence in Edmonton, accord¬ 
ing to the police chief and may¬ 
or. 

A strategy was unveiled yes¬ 
terday after it was hinted at ear¬ 
lier this week. Its goals are to 
reduce the severity and fre¬ 
quency of violence as well as fear 
and the perception of crime, offi¬ 
cials said. 

“We all want to work togeth¬ 
er to solve these problems,” said 
Mayor Stephen Mandel. 

Among the initiatives: More 
police in distressed communities, 
two additional neighbourhood 
empowerment teams, more 
bylaw officers, increased enforce¬ 
ment in bars and a number of 


key programs that will be rolled 
out over the next four months. 

“This is not a quick fix, and 
there are no simple solutions,” 
said police Chief Rod Knecht, not¬ 
ing the entire plan will be rolled 
out over five years. “(This is) a 
marathon, not a sprint race.” 

The plan was unveiled as 
Edmonton leads the nation in 
homicides this year with 33, up 
from 27 last year. 

Much of the programming 
focuses on the large immigrant 
and aboriginal communities, as 
well as vulnerable populations 
— particularly homeless people. 

“In Edmonton, 21 of the 33 
homicide victims received serv¬ 
ice from the Hope Mission in the 
last year,” said Mandel. “So this 
is a societal issue, and I think it’s 
important we understand that.” 

The third partner is REACH, 
the Edmonton Council for Safe 
Communities, created two years 
ago by city council. 


Other initiatives 


► Police Chief Rod Knecht met with 
the Crown yesterday to discuss 
making better use of weapons 
legislation, since half of this 
year's homicides involved knives. 

► The city and REACH also have 
plans for a new family-violence- 
prevention campaign. 

► Short-term strategies include a 
street safety guide available at 
shelters, and a weekly crime and 
disorder update to keep 
Edmontonians informed. 

Chair Jon Hall said there needs 
to be a “response centre, a place 
to go 24-7” for those at-risk, 
which Mandel will seek provin¬ 
cial support for. 

“We’re not going to penny- 
pinch on issues of safety and 
security,” he said. “But there’s a 
role for the province to play in 
this too.”

A red-tailed hawk with the 
fight to stay alive after be¬ 
ing burned by a methane 
flare had a happy ending 
yesterday. 

After spending nine 
months at the Wildlife Re¬ 
habilitation Society of Ed¬ 
monton, the 

three-year-old-hawk was 
released back into the 


wild by a Waste Manage¬ 
ment worker. 

It was last winter when 
Cody Brown came across 
the injured hawk while 
working at the 170 Street 
West Edmonton Landfill 
site. 

“When 1 bent down to 
help pick her up she 
grabbed onto my hand 
and 1 held her until we got 
her to the rescue,” said 


Brown. 

There have been five 
birds with these kinds of 
injuries this year, two that 
are currently being nursed 
at the society. 

In order to prevent such 
incidents from happening 
again. Waste Management 
is looking into making a 
standard safety feature for 
all flares at their North 
American facilities.

Deal-of-the-day websites 
offer up everything from 
half-priced steak dinners

In 2008, Alberta passed 
the Gift Card Regulation, 
prohibiting expiry dates 
on gift cards, gift certifi¬ 
cates and vouchers that 
have monetary value. 
Service Alberta spokesper¬ 
son Mike Berezowsky said 
coupons purchased online 
— which typically carry 
an expiration date — 
would fall under that leg¬ 
islative umbrella.

Clinical trial evaluates 
vaccine for 

meningococcal disease 
in infants 

Parents of infants 12 months of age are invited to enroll them 
in a research study to test the effectiveness of a vaccine in 
preventing illness caused by four types of meningococcal 
germs. 

The study is seeking to enroll 180 infants in Alberta and 
Quebec over the next few months. 



Currently infants receive a vaccine that protects against one 
type of the meningococcal bacteria. The study will look at 
whether this research vaccine will help build broader 
protection against four types of the bacteria. Meningococcal 
bacteria can cause serious diseases such as meningitis, 
infections of the blood and joints and pneumonia. 


To be eligible infants need to be in good health and have 
received two doses of meningococcal vaccine at 2 and 4 
months of age. The infants will be monitored throughout the 
study by the investigator and the study nurses. There is 
reimbursement for the parents for out of pocket expenses 
such as parking related to their voluntary participation.

Viewers 
hang up 
on pay TV 

The weak economy is hit¬ 
ting Americans where 
they spend a lot of their 
free time: They’re can¬ 
celling or forgoing cable 
and satellite TV subscrip¬ 
tions in record numbers. 

In a tally by the Associ¬ 
ated Press, eight of the 
nine largest pay-TV 
providers in the U.S. lost 


195,700 subscribers in 
the April-to-June quarter. 
That’s the first quarterly 
loss for the group, which 
serves about 70 per cent 
of households. It 
amounts to 0.2 per cent 
of their 83.2 milhon 
video subscribers. 

The chief cause ap¬ 
pears to be high unem¬ 
ployment and a housing 
market that has many 
people living with their 
parents, reducing the 
need for separate cable. 

But it’s also possible 
people are turning to 
cheap Internet video.

TOMATOES. Any way you 
slice it, the tomato is one 
confusing comestible. 

Is it a fmit or a 
vegetable? This is the kind 
of thing that can spark 
quite the argument, with 
both sides passionately 
supporting their claims. 
Oddly enough, both are 
right, at least according to 
the USDA’s Economic Re¬ 
search Service. Yes, botan- 
ically speaking the tomato 
is a fiuit, but horticultur- 
ally and legally it is 
considered a vegetable. 

This debate has been 
adjudicated by none other 
than the U.S. Supreme 
Gourt. It happened in the 
late 19th centuiy in con¬ 
nection with a challenge 
to tariffs on imported pro¬ 
duce. The high court ruled 
that despite the botanical 
definition, tomatoes are a 
vegetable, in part because 
at the tables of the time 
they were served as “the 
principal part of the 
repast” and not as dessert. 

No telling what the jus¬ 
tices would have done in 
today’s envelope-pushing 
culinaiy world of tomato 
jams and gelatos. 

In the U.S., today’s 
tomatoes are mainly tar¬ 
iff-free since those that 
aren’t grown domestically 
are mostly imported from 
Mexico and Canada, 
which are covered by the 
NAFTA free trade zone.

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Decks go 
high tech 

O Move over wood O New products 
make decks easier to maintain 


Wood decks are rapidly be¬ 
ing replaced by plastic, alu¬ 
minum and other 
man-made decking materi¬ 
als, which are prized for 
their easy maintenance. 
Builders are making decks 
into showpieces, with mul¬ 
tiple levels, custom rail¬ 
ings and other perks. Even 
wood is getting an up¬ 
grade, with some buyers 
seeking out rare, tropical 
hardwoods for their dura¬ 
bility. 

When Ron Spillers first 
began building decks in 
the Seattle area 20 years 
ago, the average deck was 
made of cedar and cost 
less than $5,000. Now, 
Spillers’ company. West 
Coast Decks, charges clos¬ 
er to $20,000. 

That’s partly because 
90 per cent of his cus¬ 
tomers choose man-made 
decking materials, which 
are 40 per cent more ex¬ 
pensive. 

Spillers, who builds 140 
decks a year, said business 
is booming again after a 
two-year slump. “There’s a 
lot of pent-up desire to fix 
up homes instead of buy¬ 
ing new ones,” he said. 

“People aren’t afiraid to 
take a risk on a $20,000 to 
$30,000 deck project.” 

You don’t even have to 
spend that much to have a 
great deck. 

A simple cedar deck 
with no railings or bench¬ 
es can cost around $15 per 
square foot, including 
labour and materials, 
Spillers said. 

Man-made materials 
tack on cost, but you can 
pay that back over time be¬ 


cause you will spend less 
on sealants and cleaning 
products. 

Railings cost around $35 
per foot. 

No matter how much 
you spend, an investment 
in a new deck will pay divi¬ 
dends. 

According to Remodel¬ 
ing Magazine’s 2010-2011 
survey, homeowners who 
build a deck can get up 
to 73 per cent of their in¬ 
vestment back when 
they sell their home.

Materials 


Here is a rundown of 
decking materials and 
their costs. 

► Wood Wood is still a popu¬ 
lar choice for its cost. It’s al¬ 
so durable. Pressure-treated 
pine is the least expensive 
material, and costs as little 
as $10 per square foot 
including labour. Cedar and 
redwood are popular but 
more expensive. 

► Composite Composite 
decking is made of plastic 
and wood fibre. Composite 
looks a lot like real wood, 
but it's less likely to rot 
and it's less slippery. It's al¬ 
so easier to maintain. It 
costs around $i 8 to $25 
per square foot. 

► Plastic Plastic, or PVC deck¬ 
ing, is newer to the market 
and is basically composite 
without the wood fibre.. 
Plastic decking is less likely 
to stain and fade than 
composite. It's also more 
expensive at $34 per 
square foot.

er — and 1 hope it does the 
same for him.” 

Pospisil said it felt like a 
dream walking onto the 
big stage.
